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CIVILIZED COUNTRY AND DEFENDING ITS ACTIONS TOWARD

EXPECIALIY WITH ITS OWN NEIGHBORS, AND DESCRIBED IN 
DETAIL ITS DIALOGUE KITH CHILE AND PERU REGARDING AN 
OUTLET TO THE SEA. THE COSTA RICAN FOREIGN MINISTER 
GAVE A STATEMENT WHICH SIGNALED HE WAS READY TO COMPROMISE 
ON CRUCIAL POINTS. WHILE HE ADVOCATED THAT ALL MEMEBERS 


FROM USDEl OASGA 
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COOPERATE WITH THE INTER-AMERICAN HUMAN RIGHTS 
COMMISSION HE POINTED OUT THAT THE COMMISSION MUST BE 
SENSITIVE TO ITS EXPLOITATION BY-GROUPS SEEKING TO SLANDER 
HEMISPHERIC GOVERNMENTS. HE ALSO SUGGESTED THE COMMISSION 
HAS NOT BEEN CAREFUL ENOUGH IN SIFTING EVIDENCE AND
